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Fifty years ago a group of 
Antioch men envisioned a 
"Country Club Subdivision" a 
few miles south of the village at 
the intersection of Rt. 59 and 
Grass liakJ|Rd: -v.;. _;•"• 
, Today ^th'e dream of the 
housing development appears 
ready to come true. 

The golf course,, now known 
as Antioch Country Club, is 
celebrating Us 50th year Tho- 
mas F. Santino, who acquired., 
the gently rolling links in the 
spring of 1971, is ready to begin 
construction during the 1976 
building season. 

By the end of the year there 
may be 52 dwelling units 
between the 11th and 17th 
fairways and just south of the 
golf course along Rt. 59. 

WHEN THE course was 
opened in the summer of 1925 it 
was known as Chain-G'-Lakes 
Country Club and .that was its 
name until 1955, when it was 
purchased by George Diamond, 
who called it George Diamond's 
Steak House and Country Club. 

"Mr: Diamond enhanced the 
property by acquiring 100 acres 
to the south and built an 
additonal jjo 1 f course . he had 
two 18-hole layouts and one with 
nine holes," Santino said. "Dia- 
mond also expanded the small 
pro shop into the present 
clubhouse facility and a restau- 
rant that can now seat and feed 
1,000 people at a time.' 

• - * ■ 

IT WAS actually 51% years 
ago, in October of 1924, when the 
Chain-O'-Lakes Country Club 
was incorporated. The group 
included nine directors, most of 
their names well-known to 
.long-time Antioch residents. 

They were Joseph HI ado vec, 
Fred O. Hawkins, Raymond 
Pregenzer, : Herbert J , Vos , 
Louis A. Bothers, Eugene M. 
Runyard, Nason E. Sibley, 
Herman Meinersmann and J. 
Ernest Brook. 

The property was then known 
as the Sibley and Hawkins 
farm. Charles Sibley was the 
father-in-law of Fred O. Hawk- 
ins and Mr. Hawkins was to 
become the man around whom 
the country club revolved for 30 

years.. 

"My father-in-law and I 
owned. those two farms and I 
knew every foot.', of that 
ground," recalls Mr. Hawkins, 
a delightful gentleman of 85 who 
lives at 689 N. Main St., near 
Antioch's downtown. 

They brought in a profession- 
al golf course designer, Jim 
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In 1916 Chicle Evans became the first to win both 
die National Amateur and National Open in the 
same year. In the Open, using only seven clubs, 
Chick established a scoring record that stood for 
twenty years.

Foulis, who incidentally was the 
U.S. Open Champion in 1896. 

The course now has many 
beautiful trees, "but there 
weren't many when we started 
to build. It was pretty bare," 
Mr. Hawkins recalls. "We built 
the course .with 75 men and 
teams of horses and wagons, 
and we retained the gently 
rolling nature of the land. We 
also hauled in trees to plant." 

FOR THEIR grand opening 
they brought in four famous 
golfers -Chick Evans, "Wild 
Bill" Mehlhorn, Eddie Lose and 
Jock Hutchison. Mr. Hawkins 
recalls that a sizeable crowd. 
; came out from Antioch to watch 
them perforin. 

, Evans is a legendary figure in 
golf. Now 85 and living in 
Chicago, he was the first player 
ever to win Doth the U.S. Open 
and/ U.S. Amateur champion- 
ships in the same year. He was 
the low amateur in the U.S. 
Open five times, still plays golf 
and his name is immortalized 
by the famous Evans -Caddy 
Scholarship foundation, which

The great Ben Hogan called 
Mehlhorn the finest player from 
tee to green he has ever seen. . 

i Mr. Hawkins vividly recalls a 
shot Mehlhorn made here in the 
exhibition 50 years ago. 

"He got in the tall grass on 
No. 6,'* says Mr. Hawkins. "He v 
walked in there, up to his knees 
in grass, and nobody figured he 
could get the ball out of there. 
But *WfldBiU! hit a high shot 
that landed right on the green. 
It seemed impossible?' 

The organizers of the Chain- 
1 O'iakes Country Club had 
plans for 140 homes in their golf 
course subdivision, but the 
stock market crash of 1929 
destroyed those hopes. 

But Fred O. Hawkins contin- 
ued to manage the golf course, 
with two men working for him. 

"The mayor of Chicago would 
bring his police arid firemen 
out for tournaments/' he re- 
calls, 

Chain-O'-Lakes Country Club 
also produced an outstanding 
tournament player. Mr. Hawk- 
ins' son, also named Fred, 
became a good enough golfer to 
enjoy considerable success on 
the professional tour. Twenty 
years ago, . playing alongside 
greats such as Ben Hogan and 
Sam Snead, he often finished 
high in major tournaments. ' 

"Young Fred had ■ lots . of 
second and third-place finishes

When the organizers of Chain- 
O'-Lakes CmuAr^ Cliib were 
planning to build and sell houses 
50 years ago they advertised - 
their land as "beautifully land- 
scaped and hear a fine, clean, , 
wholesome town." 

'fThe country club subdivision 
is the great out-of-doors,' ' their 
literature said; "Here one can 
enjoy skiing, ■ tobogganing, 
skating, ice-boating, etc., in the 
Winter, plus fishing, swimming, 
boating, riding and golf in the 
Summer.' Here, one can enjoy 
life at its finest/* 

IN THE FALL of 1969, George 
Diamond sold the golf course 
and clubhouse' tip a group ;of 
three men, including; John 
Teresi and John "Fee* '^Wtiiss of 
• Antioch.- They . renamed it . 
Antioch Country Club and sold it 
to Mr. Santino 1 in -1971. ' 

Mr. Santino has spent the last . 
' few years planning to develop 
the land in and around the golf 
< course into a planned residental 
..development. ; 

The $30-million development 
would produce 887 housing units 
in the next five to seven years 
and add perhaps 2,300 residents 
to the Antioch area. 

The plans call for? five 
different types of dwellings, 
including cluster; houses!; town 
houses and apartments. They 
would be condominiums with 
individual owners, rather than 
renters. 
'When Mr. Santino first began 



planning the development in 
1971 the' prices ranged from 
$18,000 to $39,000^ but ^the 
tremendous inflation of the last 
few years ; will raise * those 
figures when the dwellings are 
built and made . available to 
buyers. ' 

.Plans also call for a "conven- ~ 
ience shopping center" on the 
southwest corner of Grass Lake 
Rd. and Rt. 59.q Aj; motel for

Saturday, Mar. 27, will be a 
very special date in the history 
of Antioch. That is the evening 
Herman Holbek will be honored 
at St. Peter's »lh .annual VIP 
dinner-dance. 

It is fitting and proper that we 
honor "Mr. Rescue Squad" in 
this bicentennial year of 1976. 
Herman symbolizes the spirit of 
America, the nation built by 
immigrants from foreign 
shores.' "..*■ 

Herman was born in Den- 
mark in the early 1900*8:, (he 
doesn't like to tell his age). He 
was one of five children, having 
two brothers and two sisters. 
One brother and one sister are 
: still in Denmark. 

Herman emigrated to the 
United States about SO years 
ago and settled on Chicago's 
northside. In 1934, having spent 
some time in Antioch as a 
summer visitor; he decided to 
relocate here. Herman opened a 
small variety store on Main St. 
in the location of the old police 
department headquarters. In 
1938 he moved to larger 
quarters at 907 Main St., where 
he owned and operated a Ben 
Franklin 5 & i 10 store until i960. 

HERMAN BECAME a mem- 
ber of the Antioch Volunteer 
Fire Dept. in March of 1939. As

a member of the fire depart- 
ment he was called out not only 
for.' fires, but also for auto 
accidents and drownings.. 

Herman and some of the other 
men soon recognized the need 
for more training in first aid to 
give better care to victims of 
fires, accidents and drownings. 
They felt many more lives could 
be saved if disaster victims 
could receive proper care at the 
scene instead of waiting until 
they got to the hospital. 

And so, in 1939, Herman 
Holtek, along with L.D. Powles 
and Herman Rosing, began 
taking courses in advanced first 
aid under the direction of Lt. 
Arthur LaCrosse, a registered 
first aid instructor of the 
Kenosha County Rescue Unit. 
They completed the courses in 
regular and advanced first aid 
in September of 1939, and 
founded the first rescue' squad 
in the State of Illinois. They 
immediately began answering 
calls using their own cars and 
what little bit of equipment the 
Antioch Fire Dept. had at that 
time; Hie telephone operator 
would phone Herman at the 
store when there was a call for 
the squad, and Herman could 



tell by the way she would ring 
the phone that it was a rescue 
squad call. 

The need for a completely 
equipped rescue squad truck 
quickly became apparent, and ) 
in December of 1939 a drive was 
started to raise 1 the necessary 
funds to purchase: the vehicle. 
Herman Holbek was the first 
donor with a contribution of $5. ; 
That may not seem like much 
money, but in 1939, $5 went a 
long way. The goal of the fund 
drive was $800:: The Waukegan 
News-Sun agreed to sponsor the 
campaign, Jmt it took many 
months of leg work on the part 
of Herman and his associates to: 
raise the necessary funds.

.PEOPLE; WERE very skepti- 
cal of the idea of the rescue 
squad. According to Herman, 
"We often went in the front door ■ 
and were booted out the back, 
door."

cruiting 'new members for the 
rescue squad. Nine men applied 
and in May of 1940 seven, all 
members of the Antioch Fire 
Dept., completed their training 
in first aid and were certified by 
the Red Cross. 

All 10 rescue squad members 
continued to serve oh the fire 
department until September of 
1941, when, -the rescue, squad 
became a completely separate 
unit; : 

While serving simultaneously 
on the fire department and 
rescue squad in April of 1940, ; 
Herman came close to losing his 
life. He was helping to fight a 
fire in the tower of the Antioch 
Milling Co. when a section of the 
floor collapsed under him. He 
.fell through the hole and would 
have dropped into the flames 
below If two men from the Fox 
Lake fire department had not 
grabbed his arms and pulled 
him to safety. 

HERMAN BECAME the cap- 
tain of the rescue squad in 1941, 
when L.D, Powles was called to 
active duty in the armed forces. 

He led the squad as captain for 
23 years until his retirement in 

. 1964.' : 

In his 25 years, with the squad, 
he was its backbone and its 
driving force. Had his hours of 
service in the line of duty and 
off-duty as instructor and fund 
raiser been logged, the total 
would be well up in the 
thousands. Nothing he was 
called upon to do was ever too 
difficult for him, no matter how 

. tragic, grisly or shocking. 
Never was he reimbursed for 
his time or his personal 
expenses in the monetary way, 
but the good feeling he got from 
a job well done was reward 
enough for Herman., 

HERMAN'S DUTIES on the 
rescue squad quite often had 
their funny side as well. The 
incident he remembers best is 
the time he was called to Loon 
Lake. When he answered" the 
phone, an agitated woman's 
voice cried, "come quick, my 
mother is bleeding to' death." 
Cutting her short to get the 
address of the caller, Herman 
and a companion dashed out 
there. Herman walked in the 
door first, and was promptly 
conked resoundingly on the 
head with a beer bottle. 

"Such a. fight I never saw,". 
Herman said. "The room 
seemed to be full of people, 
throwing beer bottles, dishes. - 
there was even mud on the 
walls. It was a family fight. 
They didn't need the rescue

squad, they needed the police, 
and we called them. I had a 
lump on my head for a week." 

In i960, after selling the Ben 
Franklin store, he went to work 
for the Lake County treasurer's 
office as an assistant cashier 
and worked there .until he 
retired in 1974. 

He also served the Antioch 
community as a member of the 
village board, as police com- 
missioner, and as a precinct 
committeeman. Over the years 
-he continued to teach advanced 
first aid for the Red Cross on a 
county-wide basis. 

Herman has a son, Richard, 
by his first wife. Doris, his wife 
of almost 30 years, and he have 
three children - Hugo, Herman 
Jr. and Jean Abear. The boys 
all live in Antioch, and Jean 
resides in Green Bay, Wis. 

Herman is also a proud 
grandfather. Richard and his 
wife, Joyce; have two girls; 
Hugo and wife, Pat, have two 
boys; Herman Jr. has two boys 
and a girl; and Jean and 
husband, Mike, have a boy.
